He said: “At the meeting 
was Sue Kidd, a university 
lecturer in Liverpool whose 
students had worked on 
and assisted with a similar 
restoration project. The stu¬ 
dents would like to assist us 
with the Montgomery Canal 
between Llanymynech and 
Welshpool. 

“Their expertise can as¬ 
sist us and we hope will 
help persuade the Welsh 
Assembly Government to 
put money into re-opening 
of the canal. There will be 
an open meeting on Febru¬ 
ary 18 at 2pm in the Church 
House, Welshpool where we 
can discuss the canal’s fu¬ 
ture and hopefully kickstart 
its eventual reopening.” 

NIP meeting

FRESH talks are being held 
in support of the long-run¬ 
ning campaign to improve 
the A5 near Oswestry 

North Shropshire MP 
Owen Paterson was yes¬

HEALTH CENTRE 
APPEAL ISSUED 


OSWESTRY’S mayor has 
made a plea for the town to 
be chosen as a base for one 
of Shropshire’s new-style ur¬ 
gent care centres. 

The call from Mayor Gareth Jones 
comes as health bosses were this 
week discussing a radical shake-up of 
healthcare in the county. 

And it also comes as fellow Oswestry Town 
Councillor Duncan Kerr was asking for the 
council to demand that full accident and 
emergency services are retained at the Royal 
Shrewsbury Hospital in the shake-up. 

The programme board of NHS Future Fit 
were due to meet yesterday (Wednesday) to 
consider the recommended shortlist of options 
for the future of healthcare in Shropshire and 
also discuss the prototyping of four initial ur¬ 
gent care centres. 

One will be developed at Telford, one at

Shrewsbury and two elsewhere in Shropshire 
- either in Oswestry, Whitchurch, Ludlow or 
Bridgnorth. 

Councillor Jones said an urgent care centre 
would be “fantastic news” for Oswestry. 

He said: “It needs to be in Oswestry because 
of the distance involved and it will help ease the 
pressure on the A&E department in Shrews¬ 
bury. There are a lot of people in our catchment 
area, including a lot of people who travel from 
Powys to use our hospitals, so I’m all in favour 
of it being here.” 

Meanwhile, Councillor Kerr was due last 
night to ask fellow Oswestry Town Councillors 
for their support for his notice of motion calling 
for accident and emergency services to be kept 
at Shrewsbury under the Future Fit health 
shake-up. 

His notice of motion to last night’s council 
meeting said: “Given that the Future Fit pro¬ 
gramme has reached a critical stage in deter¬ 
mining policy and strategy for the future of 


NHS services in Shropshire, Oswestry Town 
Council strongly believes that the retention and 
development of full accident and emergency 
services and facilities at the Royal Shrewsbury 
Hospital is essential. 

“Furthermore the council commits itself to 
pursuing this objective in every way possible 
and generally ensuring that there is no reduc¬ 
tion in the overall levels of services and quality 
at the Royal Shrewsbury Hospital which are 
freely available for residents of Oswestry and 
neighbouring areas.” 

Some of the shortlisted options see depart¬ 
ments moved to a new unnamed location 
thought to be along the A5 or M54 corridor be¬ 
tween Shrewsbury and Telford. 

Others include the creation of one A&E de¬ 
partment for the county, supported by a net¬ 
work of drop-in centres. 

Glyn Davies, MP for Montgomeryshire, has 
welcomed the release of the shortlisted options. 

He said: “Montgomeryshire needs the earli¬ 
est possible decision on the future of emergency 
and urgent care structure in Shropshire. The 
current position is not sustainable.”

CAMPAIGNERS have been 
told to take their final 
chance to tell National Grid 
its pylon plans are not wel¬ 
come as consultation enters 
its last few days. 

Russell George, Mont¬ 
gomeryshire AM, has issued 
the call against plans to in¬ 
stall a 33-mile power cable 
between Cefn Coch to Lower 
Frankton near Oswestry. 

National Grid plans to 
bury eight miles of the 
cable. The deadline for sub¬ 
missions from the public is 
Monday. 

Mr George said: “People 
have had more than enough 
of National Grid’s so-called 
consultations but neverthe¬ 
less I would urge people to 
respond to the final dead¬ 
line.” 

Montgomeryshire MP 
Glyn Davies yesterday 
(Wednesday) criticised the 
project in an adjournment 
debate in Westminster. 

In response to the criti¬ 
cism, National Grid spokes¬ 
woman Jane Taylor said: 
“We work hard to engage 
with people on our propos¬ 
als and have had lots of 
comments from local com¬ 
munities which have influ¬ 
enced our work. Where we 
ask to carry out surveys on 
private land, we always seek 
to work closely with land- 
owners. A large number of 
people along the route have 
agreed for our team to work 
on their land and we always 
complete our work as sensi¬ 
tively as possible.”

THE proposed closure of a care home 
has been branded “appalling” by fami¬ 
ly members of its residents. 

They say the decision to close the 
Westlands care home in Wem would 
be “heartless” and the move would rid 
Shropshire of one of the best centres 
in the county. 

Coverage Care Services announced 
it will soon begin consultation into the 
proposals, with a view to officially close 
by April 1. 

But the families of residents who re¬ 
ceive or have received care at the home 
have spoken of their anger at the an¬ 
nouncement and are disappointed by 


the lack of notice given. Sandra Smith, 
53, of West Felton near Oswestry, and 
her sister Heather Francis, 61, of Al¬ 
bert Road in Sundorne, Shrewsbury, 
said the care their mother, Marian 
Brown, had received at her time in the 
home was fantastic. 

Mrs Smith said: “I am appalled by 
the closure. 

“My mother was a resident there for 
three years before she died the week 
before Christmas. 

“In my opinion it is one of the best 
care homes in Shropshire and the staff 
are absolutely dedicated. 

“We need places like this to stay 


open - there is not enough dementia 
care in Shropshire.’’The closure of the 
care home, in Station Road, will leave 
54 employees and 31 long-term resi¬ 
dents forced to relocate. 

Coverage Care Services said the clo¬ 
sure came amid financial struggles and 
ongoing building repairs. 

Chief executive of the care service 
company David Coull said that it was 
expected that the home would close 
in April following a final decision ex¬ 
pected by March 3. 

He added they will be keeping fami¬ 
lies, residents and staff fully informed 
of the process.

Quarries 
changing 
hands in 
huge deal 

THE owner of four quar¬ 
ries across Shropshire and 
Mid Wales has been sold in 
a multi-billion pound deal 
- but jobs are not under 
threat, bosses say. 

Lafarge Tarmac’s assets 
are to be sold to Ireland’s 
CRH as part of the £4.9 bil¬ 
lion sale of assets by merger 
partners Lafarge and Hol¬ 
cim. 

It will mean four major 
quarries in Shropshire and 
Mid Wales change hands 
and become part of CRH, 
which will become the 
biggest UK company for 
cement, aggregates, ready- 
mix concrete, asphalt and 
construction. 

The massive Bayston 
Hill site, on the outskirts of 
Shrewsbury, includes both 
asphalt and hardstone op¬ 
erations, and is among the 
sites which have been sold. 

The deal will also see 
the Llynclys Aggregates 
limestone quarry site at 
Oswestry pass into new 
ownership. 

Dolyhir & Strinds, a hard- 
stone, asphalt and contract¬ 
ing site at Presteigne will 
also change hands, as will 
another site in Mid Wales, 
the Gore hardstone quarry, 
also at Presteigne. 

In Shropshire, the busi¬ 
ness directly employs 
around 90 people across its 
two sites. Dolyhir and Gore 
Quarries currently employ 
119 people between them. 

inquest told

Council agrees hike in tax

Town clerk Robert Robinson told councillors on Wednesday last week the rise was being 
proposed to ensure the council had funding to run facilities it has taken on, including 
public toilets and a day centre.

Lorry driver 
trial details 
set by court 

THE trial of a lorry driver accused of caus¬ 
ing an accident on the M5 in 2012 which 
left an Oswestry man dead will take place 
in July. 

Julian James Ketcher, 43, has denied 
causing death by dangerous driving of car 
driver Alan Clements in an accident on De¬ 
cember 5, 2012. 

Mr Clements, 47, from Hengoed, near 
Oswestry, died as a result of a five-vehicle 
road traffic collision. 

The collision happened on the north¬ 
bound carriageway of the M5 at the Hele 
Straight near junction 28 for Cullompton. 

Ketcher, from Warwick, was driving a 
Scania lorry while Mr Clements was driv¬ 
ing a black Ford Focus car. 

The trial was originally fixed for Novem¬ 
ber, but was delayed when it was revealed 
that some evidence was not ready. 

At a court hearing on Tuesday Judge 
Erik Salomonsen expressed concern at the 
length of time the case has taken for the 
case to come to court, and told lawyers rep¬ 
resenting the prosecution and defence it 
must not be delayed again. 

He said: “It is just not good enough to 
have long delays in a case of this sort. One 
has to consider the pressure on the family 
of the deceased and the defendant when¬ 
ever there is a death. It is our obligation to 
get cases on.” 

The trial will take place at Exeter Crown 
Court and Ketcher remains on bail until 
the trial. He was not present at the court 
hearing. 


be cautious and as Councillor Brendan 
McWhinnie has said many times, we need 
to make sure we have the right backing 
there to do it. 

“What this does is allow you to do what 
you wanted to do and continue with what 
you were doing.” 

He added the budget had been designed 
to be “flexible to take on the things coming 
up”. 

He said: “Although the bulk of reviews 
to services at Powys County Council are 
supposed to kick in in 2016 there are a few 
coming earlier, such as the toilets. 

“We are aware of other things like the 
day centre which is ahead of more sub¬ 
stantial cuts coming over after. Also we do 
not know about the effect clustering will 
have and when that comes I will be look¬ 
ing very carefully to make sure we are not 
disadvantaged because we do not have to 
do this. Our responsibility is to the people 
of Welshpool.” 

Councillor John Corfield backed the 
budget and said it delivered on the wishes 
of the people of the town. 

He said: “It is consistent with the public, 
they have said they want a Tourist Infor¬ 
mation Centre, they want the public toilets, 
and I think they have been responsible in 
saying we want things and do not mind 
paying a bit more for them.” 

A statement accompanying the budget 
documents warned that the town council’s 
precept may have to continue to increase 
in future years if it is to take on services 
which the county council no longer wishes 
to run. 

It states: “The devolution of services is 
to become a factor which will increase the 
budget over the coming three years. There 
is no indication yet as to how these will be 
financed and therefore as assessment of 
how the budget will look at this time it is 
difficult to predict. 

“However, it is clear that with the Powys 
County Council budget cuts that it may 
have an effect on the precept. If the town 
council wishes to retain services then it 
must be the case that the precept will rise 
over time.”

Store boss 
set for new 
challenge 

THE boss of Iceland has admitted that the 
company is in trouble following the rise of 
discounting rivals Aldi and Lidl - but in¬ 
sisted that the fightback has already begun. 

Malcolm Walker, who founded the fro¬ 
zen foods retailer in Oswestry, said the 
company was able to battle back from its 
current struggles in a competitive market, 
despite his admission about the company’s 
current fortunes. 

In a speech to business leaders at an 
awards event organised by Business Sup¬ 
porting Communities, he said: “The last 
two, three years have been so tough and 
our profits are down. 

“We are at that point again when it is 
going to be re-birth. 

“Can we do it? Well we have done it 
twice, three times before so of course we 
are going to do it.” 

Iceland has already launched a trial run 
of the new Food Warehouse concept, which 
sees luxury goods such as Champagne and 
lobsters stocked alongside the firm’s usual 
discount fare. 

Mr Walker, a Yorkshireman who is re¬ 
nowned for his plain speaking approach to 
doing business, launched his first store in

executive through 30 years of sales growth. 

He left the business following a profit 
warning in 2001, before making his come¬ 
back four years later. He then led a man¬ 
agement buyout of the chain, which is now 
based in Deeside in North Wales.

Once restored, the grand east entrance 
will be open to the public for the first time 
in more than half a century, and Mr Smith 
said it is anticipated that the work will 
safeguard the future of that section of the 
castle. 

He said: “For more than half a century, 
since the National Trust took over the cas¬ 
tle in 1952, the East Front has been hidden 
behind locked gates. 

“In recent years, the entrance has been 
closed off to the public because it is cur¬ 
rently unsafe and to prevent further dam¬ 
age. Now even these precautions are not 
enough. The situation has now become crit¬ 
ical with damp eroding the wall that holds 
up the high terrace. Repair work is needed 
straight away because the retaining wall is 
falling which will soon affect the structural 
stability of the east side of the castle. 

“The appeal is asking those who care 
about beautiful and historic places like 
Powis Castle to help this urgent work.” 

All those who donate by the end of Feb¬ 
ruary will be entered in a prize draw to see 
how their gift is helping in an exclusive 
hard hat tour while work is progressing. 

The work is scheduled to begin in sum¬ 
mer and the aim is for the necessary funds 
to be in place by February 27. Powis Castle 
is more than 900 years old and was built by 
Welsh ruler Gruffuth ap Gwenwynwyn to 
defend his territory from aggressive neigh¬ 
bours to the north. 

In the 1580s the mediaeval fortress be¬ 
came a stately home when it was purchased 
by the Herbert Family. It passed through 
generations until 1952 when the 4th Earl of 
Powis left the castle to the National Trust.

Petition is 
launched to 
battle plan 

AN MP is launching a petition opposing 
“devastating” plans to close as many as 
three Mid Wales secondary schools. 

Glyn Davies, Montgomeryshire MP, says 
Powys County Council’s plans to review 
secondary education in the county amount 
to “replacing teachers with bus drivers”. 

He said: “I think this is the wrong deci¬ 
sion for the council to take. I am going to 
start a petition to get people engaged with 
it because it is clear they are rushing this 
through before people have had a chance to 
consider it. They want to avoid a period of 
discussion with the people that are affected 
and it is a decision that will destroy the cul¬ 
tural heart of our communities. 

The council says it will announce the 
identity of the schools it intends to close in 
March. 

Russell George, Montgomeryshire As¬ 
sembly Member, also announced his inten¬ 
tion to oppose any plans to close schools. 

He said: “Our high schools and their 
sixth forms are an integral part of our 
communities.” Reacting to Mr Davies’s 
comments, Arwel Jones, council cabinet 
member for education, insisted the review 
would not be rushed. 

He said: “Our plans will be shared with 
schools, governing bodies, parents, pupils 
and communities as we develop specific 
business cases and there will be ample op¬ 
portunity for those interested to express 
their opinions. It is work that cannot be 
rushed but will result in fewer secondary 
schools and fewer sixth-forms.”

Moreton Hall Girls School at Gledrid 
near Oswestry took the crown of the best 
ranked school in Shropshire. 

Figures show 92 per cent of the 60 stu¬ 
dents taking exams met the Government 
standard. The lowest ranked school was St 
Martins School near Oswestry, where 36 
per cent of pupils got five GCSEs at C or 
above including maths and English, while 
at Oswestry School the figure was 38 per 
cent. 

Sue Lovecy, headteacher of St Martins 
School, said her school’s results would have 
been higher had resits been included. 

She said many pupils at the school had 
been given the opportunity to enter exams 
early and then retake them to gain higher 
grades. 

Ms Lovecy said: “Many pupils at St Mar¬ 
tins were given opportunity to enter exam¬ 
inations early and to retake examinations 
where they could gain higher grades. 

“The final examination results identify 
that pupils achieved more as a result of 
this policy and the overall school results are 
above the national floor standard. 

“St Martins is a 3-16 learning community 
where outcomes for pupils are consistently 
good in the primary phase and where the 
new leadership team is securing substantial 
improvement in the secondary phase. 

“Senior leaders and governors are con¬ 
fident that results in 2015 will be signifi¬ 
cantly better than in 2014 and confirm a 
three-year improving trend for the school.”

Highest rating is missed 


NONE of Montgomeryshire’s secondary 
schools has received the highest rating in 
a new banding system for Wales’s schools. 

The Welsh Government introduced the 
new “colour coded” scheme last week amid 
criticism from unions who say “public 
judgement” is unhelpful in raising stand¬ 
ards. 

Under the new system schools are cate¬ 
gorised, green for “highly effective schools”, 
yellow for “effective schools”, amber for 
“schools in need of improvement”, and red 
for “schools in need of greatest improve¬ 
ment”. 

At the time of the announcement Llan- 
fyllin, Llanidloes, Newtown, Welshpool, 
and Ysgol Bro Hyddgen (Machynlleth) were 
all graded yellow, while Caereinion High 


School was amber. The colour coded sys¬ 
tem has replaced the Welsh Government’s 
previous banding arrangement which was 
launched in December 2011, where second¬ 
ary schools were grouped into one of five 
bands annually. 

The National Union of Teachers (NUT) 
has questioned whether banding is helpful 
in schools achieving the best results. 

David Evans, NUT’s Wales secretary, 
said: “We are fully committed to accounta¬ 
bility and believe the data which makes up 
the categorization system should be readily 
available to parents. 

“However, NUT Cymru remains sceptical 
that ranking schools in any sort of public 
judgement is the best way to help support 
standards.”

A Valentine’s Day hug means 
different things to different peo¬ 
ple. 

For a group from Oswestry it’s 
taking on a whole new meaning 
this year. 

It is hoped that hundreds will 
turn out on Valentine’s Day to 
hug the town’s threatened an¬ 
cient hillfort in a show of force 
against planners. 

Organisers want as many peo¬ 
ple as possible to turn out and 
hug the entire area to demon¬ 
strate support for the nationally 
important hillfort as a Govern¬ 
ment inspector deliberates over 
whether areas bordering the 
3,000-year-old earthwork ear¬ 
marked for housing should re¬ 
main in Shropshire’s future local 
development plan. 

The Hillfort Hug is a great idea 
from the Hands Off Old Oswest¬ 
ry Hillfort campaign group and 
one which is deserving of mas¬ 
sive support. 

It’s mind blowing to think that 
Shropshire Council could ever 
dream of threatening this impor¬ 
tant Iron Age monument. 

And there’s lots of interest 
from around the country too with 
the Oswestry scheme seen as 
a test case that could open the 
floodgates to indiscriminate de¬ 
velopment exploiting heritage 
sites and areas of natural beauty. 

I really hope people turn out to 
support this effort and that the 
planning suits at Shirehall sit up 
and take notice. 

Oswestry’s heritage is under 
threat. 

It was great to see Oswestry 
Town Council condemning plans 
put forward by Wrekin Housing 
Trust to build a four-storey block 
of 55 care apartments and eight 
bungalows in Alexandra Road. 

The council has backed resi¬ 
dents in the area who launched 
a petition in a bid to stop the 
plans from going ahead and are 
certainly right to claim the devel¬ 
opment was out of keeping with 
its surroundings. 

Original plans for 35 homes 
have already met with hostility 
and while the area is an ideal 
location for such a development 
the plans are not in keeping with 
the area. 

Let’s hope Shropshire Council 
sees sense over these plans. 

It is simply not the right place 
for a block of 55 apartments. 

Football fans were glued to 
their TVs and laptops on Mon¬ 
day as transfer deadline day fi¬ 
nally arrived - and what a waste 
of time it all turned out to be.

Attractions look to cash 
in on increase in visitors 


More people are enjoying 
visits to Wales, bringing a 
welcome financial boost. 
SUE AUSTIN finds out more 

MORE tourists than ever be¬ 
fore are visiting Wales from 
overseas - and businesses 
and attractions based around 
Welshpool and Oswestry are 
doing their best to benefit. 

The increase in visitors to Wales 
has been put down to the increas¬ 
ing worldwide interest in all things 
Welsh from the mountains to the 
history of the country. 

Tourism figures just published show a 
large increase in the number of overseas 
visitors to Wales, along with an increase 
in the amount they spend. 

Overseas tourism figures for the sum¬ 
mer of 2014 show that 380,000 overnight 
visits were made to Wales by interna¬ 
tional visitors, an increase of 26,000, or 
7.5 per cent over the year. 

Spent 

They spent £148 million, an increase of 
£9 million or 6.7 per cent on the compa¬ 
rable period in 2013. Secretary of State 
for Wales Stephen Crabb said: “Tourism 
figures show that Wales is capitalising on 
its world-renowned heritage sites, fantas¬ 
tic food and drink, and warm welcome for 
visitors. 

“This is great news for the economy 
and the thousands of hardworking peo¬ 
ple that are helping the Welsh tourist 
industry grow.” 

One Shropshire man who runs a busi¬ 
ness in Wales says he welcomes visitors 
from across the globe. Peter Jones from 
Ellesmere runs the Jones the Boat busi¬ 
ness that takes visitors across the Pont- 
cysyllte Aqueduct on the Llangollen

Canal. His narrowboats are in daily use 
from Easter to October with both trips 
for the general public and pre-booked 
journeys for coach loads of both British 
and overseas tourists. 

Mr Jones said: “Every Tuesday and 
Thursday we have parties of American 
tourists and on Wednesdays and Sun¬ 
days it is Australian and New Zealand 
holiday trips. 

“We also have lots of Japanese coach 
parties. It really is an economic boost 
for the area. 

“As well as visiting us the coach par¬ 
ties will use a local pub or restaurant 
and very often have overnight accom¬ 
modation in the area.” 

Mr Jones said the overseas visitors 
were always thrilled with the unique 
boat trip and the local countryside. He 
said: “The Americans always tell me 
how much they like the countryside. 


For the Japanese it is the trip to the 
World Heritage Site that is special for 
them. 

“Everyone likes the fact that they are 
in Wales and they will ask me to teach 
them some Welsh. 

“Because my name is Jones they 
think I am related to Tom Jones and 
ask me to sing - but that is never very 
successful.” 

He said individuals travelling on the 
four times a day public trip came from 
near and far. 

Mr Jones said: “We of course get a 
lot of visitors from Shropshire but also 
from every corner of the globe. We get a 
lot of Dutch visitors who love the moun¬ 
tains, Portugese and Spanish. We have 
had Russians, Koreans and people from 
Thailand to name just a few.” 

One of the most famous visitors to 
the Llangollen Canal was Star Wars 


actor Harrison Ford. He and his actress 
girlfriend Calista Flockhart enjoyed a 
holiday cruise along the waterway in 
2004. It is not just the famous landmark 
aqueduct which pulls in the crowds in 
the Oswestry and Welshpool area. 

Various attractions are doing their 
best to take advantage of increased 
visitor numbers to the area includ¬ 
ing Whittington Castle and Park Hall 
Countryside Experience near Oswestry 
and Welshpool’s Powis Castle as well as 
Chirk Castle. 

Sue Ellis, manager of Whittington 
Castle said hundreds of American visi¬ 
tors visited the castle every year. 

She said: “American tourists love vis¬ 
iting the castle on the Marches border 
so they will go to Chirk and Powis and 
come across the border to Whittington. 

“Americans called Whittington flock 
to us. 

Love 

“They see it as their own castle and 
love having their photos taken outside 
‘their castle’. And of course we have the 
legend of Dick Whittington who went to 
London to make his fortune. 

“We always give a guidebook, free of 
charge, to any family called Whittington, 
who makes the journey to the castle.” 

However, one Shropshire MP reckons 
more could still be done to attract even 
more visitors to the region. Wrekin MP 
Mark Pritchard has called for Shrop¬ 
shire’s two councils to do more to pro¬ 
mote the county as a tourist destination. 

Mr Pritchard, who is vice chairman 
of the Parliamentary Group for Tour¬ 
ism, said leaders are too coy in boasting 
about the region. He said: “Tourism 
plays a key role in Shropshire’s and Tel¬ 
ford and Wrekin’s economy, but so much 
more could be done to attract more visi¬ 
tors to both the county and the borough. 

“Shropshire has so much to offer, and 
so many businesses rely on tourism for 
their livelihoods, that more needs to be 
done to build on the good tourism pro¬ 
motion work that is already being done.”

Over the last few days, I have 
been much involved in raising 
the difficulties being faced by 
our milk producers in the House 
of Commons. 

The dairy industry is crucially 
important to the economies of 
Shropshire and Montgomery¬ 
shire. 

At present dairy farmers are 
facing an uncertain future. 

Luckily, I was called at Prime 
Minister’s Questions. 

I decided to ask Prime Min¬ 
ister David Cameron to do all 
within his power to help the dairy 
industry. 

That includes extending and 
strengthening the power of the 
Groceries Code Adjudicator 
(otherwise known as the super¬ 
market ombudsman). 

Meeting 

I decided to raise this issue 
after meeting farmers at Welsh¬ 
pool Livestock Sales the previ¬ 
ous Monday. 

At present, supermarkets sign 
up to a voluntary agreement to 
treat suppliers (including milk 
producers) fairly. 

This is not strong enough in 
my opinion. 

It was never strong enough. 

‘Voluntary’ is not good enough. 

Practice 

It should be a ‘statutory’ code 
of practice, with fines that hurt 
when unfair treatment is found. 

And the fines need to be 
based on a percentage of turn¬ 
over, to ensure the Adjudicator’s 
teeth have real bite. 

I was also able to arrange 
a meeting with the Rt Hon Liz 
Truss, Secretary of State at Defra 
last week, to consider what else 
can be done to help milk produc¬ 
ers survive the current instability 
in the international market for 
milk and dairy products. 

Without doubt there is an 
oversupply on the international 
market, and a short term dip in 
demand. 

Like most in the dairy industry, 
I feel optimistic about the long 
term future of milk production in 
Britain. 

But it’s important that banks 
and HMRC adopt a sympathetic 
approach. 

I was reassured that the Sec¬ 
retary of State is well on top of 
this. 
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Specialists in

DOES HOLIDAY PAY HAVE TO TAKE ACCOUNT OF NON-GUARANTEED OVERTIME? 

Q: I employ several staff who travel with their jobs and have come to expect non-guaranteed overtime to cover travel time. I recently read 
that non-guaranteed overtime will have to be included in calculations of holiday pay in future. Is this correct? 

A: The Employment Appeal Tribunal (EAT) ruled in the autumn of 2014 that, with immediate effect, non-guaranteed overtime and other 
supplemental payments relating to travel should be included in holiday pay calculations. The ruling only applied to holiday pay in respect of 
the 20 days entitlement mandated by the Working Time Directive (WTD), not to any of the 8 a€~additional leaveaC™ days in the Working 
Time Regulations (WTR) provisions. 

The additional days are the last 8 days to be agreed by the employer and employee in that leave year. When making this ruling the EAT also 
restricted how far back holiday pay claims could go but this has, to an extent, been overtaken by the Government introducing legislation 
preventing claims issued after 30 June 2015 from going back more than two years. 

The important thing going forward is for you as an employer to assess any potential liabilities you may have in respect of unpaid holiday pay 
claims, especially if you have employees with potentially significant long-term back pay claims that might be presented in the civil courts, and 
take whatever practical steps are needed to mitigate them. 

Due to the complexities of employment law you may benefit from legal advice tailored to your specific needs. If you do make an appointment 
to see an employment lawyer this could also be a good time to review and fully update all your employee contracts.

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8 Council will 
set up own 
CCTV system 

A TOWN’S CCTV cameras could be run 
by a council in a bid to save money and 
create a bigger and better system. 

Several ideas are being looked at by 
Chirk Town Council, including teaming 
up with Oswestry Town Council, which 
has halved its CCTV bill by installing a 
new WiFi system. 

At the moment Chirk has two cameras, 
one in the town centre and one by the lei¬ 
sure centre, which are run by Wrexham 
County Borough Council. 

This year, the borough authority has 
asked Chirk for a contribution of more 
than £5,000 to keep them running. 

The decision to ask rural community 
councils to contribute to the camera sys¬ 
tem, while urban cameras will continue 
to be funded by the county borough, an¬ 
gered some Chirk members. 

At a meeting in Chirk Parish Hall on 
Wednesday last week, councillors agreed 
they would opt out of the county borough 
scheme and instead look at launching 
their own CCTV system. 

Councillor Jackie Allen, a member of 
the CCTV task group, said there had al¬ 
ready been talks with specialists. 

“We think that for the same amount 
of money we could install and run a new 
system in the first year. Then the cost 
would go down in future years,” she said. 

Councillor Allen added: “The idea is to 
have a base station which could incorpo¬ 
rate up to eight cameras. We would have 
two cameras initially but there would be 
no reason why we couldn’t expand in the 
future.” 

Other councillors suggested that pri¬ 
vate business could also join forces with 
the Chirk system to help protect their 
own businesses. 

Town clerk Sam Hughes said he had 
been talking to the clerk from Oswestry 
Town Council which had installed new 
cameras in the past 12 months. 

“Oswestry has installed its own system 
recently and there is the possibility that 
our cameras could be monitored from its 
control room,” he said.

Westminster debate told 
of pylon project concerns 


PLANS to build a 33-mile power line between 
Cefn Coch near Llanfair Caereinion to Low¬ 
er Frankton near Oswestry are “a desecra¬ 
tion of landscape on a mind-blowing scale”, 
an adjournment debate in Westminster has 
heard. 


The claim was made 3 
Montgomeryshire MP 
Glyn Davies during a de¬ 
bate on National Grid’s 
plans to install the line. 

National Grid plans to 
bury eight miles of the cable 
underground as it passes 
through the Vyrnwy Valley 
while the rest will be carried 
overhead, sparking fears it 
will destroy the countryside. 

During the adjournment 
debate Mr Davies criticised 
National Grid’s approach 
to the project and the plans 
themselves. 

He said: “This is dese¬ 
cration of landscape on a 
mind-blowing scale. Not 
surprisingly, it has outraged 
much of the local popula¬ 
tion. 

“I’ve lived in Montgom¬ 
eryshire all of my life, and 
have never known the peo¬ 
ple of Mid Wales so angry. 

“The position is that 
National Grid has been 
contracted by wind farm 
development companies to 
build the 400kv line. Over 
the last three to four years, 
National Grid has sought to 
force this line on a reluctant

population. It has totally 
failed to engage with the 
people of Montgomeryshire. 

“Over the last year or 
so, I have had countless 
frightened constituents ring 
me, terrified by the bailiffs 
employed by agents Bru¬ 
ton Knowles of Gloucester, 
to enforce National Grid’s 
will.” 

Mr Davies added: “It’s 
nothing more than outright 
bullying, using size and 
money to crush a local pop¬ 
ulation.” 

And the MP said he hoped 
the Government would con¬ 
sider asking National Grid 
to scrap this “crazy project, 
or at the very least suspend 
it, until there is in place 
planning permission for 
wind farms that might need 
a connection”.

Investigations 
continue into 
bodies mystery 

THREE unidentified corpses, including one found near 
Oswestry, remain unsolved on police files across Shrop¬ 
shire and Mid Wales. 

The unidentified bodies and body parts - dating back 50 
years - include a human skull found in dense woodland 
at a Shropshire beauty spot and two decomposed bodies, 
one found in the River Severn and the other in woodland 
in Powys. 

DNA tests, public appeals and investigations to trace the 
families and therefore those who died have led nowhere. 

Their details lie on the files of West Mercia Police and 
Dyfed-Powys Police with little realistic chance of ever being 
solved. 

The cases emerged following a Freedom of Information 
request. One of the cases that remains a mystery is a skull 
discovered on Sweeney Mountain near Oswestry that be¬ 
longed to a man who died 50 years ago. 

Officers are continuing their efforts to unravel the mys¬ 
tery after the skull was found by a dog with a shooting 
party in November 2013. 

Meanwhile, the mystery of a white European man, aged 
between 45 to 60, who was found in the River Severn re¬ 
mains unsolved. 

Officers believe he was in the water for several weeks 
before the discovery in April 1980. 

The man had been wearing a navy blue suit, a checked 
raincoat and a green shirt. 

Another decomposed body was found in woods at My- 
nydd Fronfelin two miles north of Ceinws near Machyn¬ 
lleth in 2000. 

The white European man was aged between 25 and 65 
and was not identified. 


Man admits web 
sex allegations 


A MAN has admitted hav¬ 
ing “web cam sex” over the 
internet with a young girl. 

Defendant Ian Nicholas 
Mottram, who is 22 but 
was 20 at the time of the 
offences, also got the girl to 
send her an indecent photo¬ 
graph of herself. 

But Mottram, of Oak- 
lands Road, Chirk Bank, 
near Oswestry escaped an 
immediate prison sentence 
at Mold Crown Court after 
a psychologist said that his 
actions were directly related 
to Asperger’s syndrome and 
other conditions he suffered 
from. 

The defendant, Judge 
Rhys Rowland said, had got 
in touch with the child over 
Skype and behaved very 
badly towards her. 

Mottram admitted two 
counts of inciting a child to 
engage in sexual activity. 


He pleaded guilty to engag¬ 
ing in sexual activity in the 
presence of a child over the 
internet and possessing the 
indecent photograph of her. 

Judge Rowlands im¬ 
posed a two-year prison 
sentence wholly suspended 
and placed him on supervi¬ 
sion so that he can follow a 
one-to-one sex offender pro¬ 
gramme. 

Mottram was placed on 
a six-month tagged curfew 
between 8pm and 7am. and 
was ordered to register as a 
sex offender for 10 years. 

A 10-year SOPO (sexual 
offences prevention order) 
was also made. 

Mark Connor, defending, 
said that his client was not 
a high risk of re-offending. 

References referred to 
Mottram as not being pred¬ 
atory but kind hearted and 
eager to please, he said. 


Arms haul found by officers 
during investigation at home

TEMPERATURES have been a lit¬ 
tle low of late and although this 
shouldn’t deter any but the most 
lethargic of sofa parsnips, low 
temperatures, wind and driving 
sleet is, I must admit, not much 
fun to be in. 

On such days I ashamedly retreat to 
the warmth of my house and glance 
guiltily out of the window at the bird 
feeder. 

The realisation that nature continues, 
indeed ‘must’ continue despite the bitter¬ 
est moments in winter, only adds to one’s 
self-reproach. 

Yet there are sights to be seen on and 
around the bird table as we head into Feb¬ 
ruary. 

In fact the activity is likely to be higher 
than normal on the avian front. 

This is because several species choose this 
month to begin laying eggs and raising their 
chicks. 

But why so early? 

While the nestling diet of these early 
birds is not necessarily conducive to early 
breeding, species able to take advantage of 
soil invertebrates specifically (rather than 
say insects on the wing) are less limited by 
food availability and may breed opportun¬ 
istically at the end of winter, particularly 
around human habitation where tempera¬ 
tures are artificially raised and bird feeders 
provide additional sustenance. 

The year’s first clutch of robin eggs has 
already (appropriately) been tweeted at the 
start of January. 

A pair of mistle thrush breeding in a

Glasgow park were also flagged up on Twit¬ 
ter, the young having fledged in the middle 
of last month. 

Some birds couldn’t even wait for the 
New Year to start the 2015 season. 

A moorhen on eggs in Cambridgeshire 
was noted in mid-December and her eggs 
had hatched by Christmas. 

Then there are the usual suspects. 

The species I always think of as one of the 
earliest is the blue tit. 

These birds have been squabbling, often 
unbeknownst to us, for territory since last 
autumn with nesting places decided upon 
and fought over since the beginning of win¬ 
ter. 

Now they begin the process of building 
the nest, mating and raising the chicks. 

Grey herons are also another ‘early bird 
to catch the...’ fish; reports of this species 
laying at the start of January have already 
come into the British Trust for Ornithology. 

While these examples demonstrate birds’ 
ability to respond to windows of opportu¬ 
nity, they are all anomalies. 

The data collected by BTO volunteers for 
the Nest Record Scheme over the past 75 
years tells us that the main robin breeding 
season kicks off towards the end of March, 
while most moorhens start to lay from the 
beginning of April onwards. 

Grey herons are early breeders, but lay¬ 


ing doesn’t typically start until mid-Febru¬ 
ary, with raven generally the next species 
to follow in any number, then tawny owl, 
collared dove and magpie at the very begin¬ 
ning of March. 

Could this though be, as the BTO believe, 
an anomaly, or are we beginning to see a 
trend towards earlier and earlier breeding 
by many different species? 

The main reason after all that birds race 
to breed so quickly is of course all about 
food and making the most out of spring 
warmth. 

If climate change is warming their habi¬ 


tats more and more each year, perhaps we 
won’t be calling these behaviours ‘anoma¬ 
lies’ for that much longer. 

Either way it is vital to ensure that this 
monitoring is ongoing. So, if you’re looking 
for a New Year’s resolution that furthers 
your knowledge while also giving some¬ 
thing back to the conservation effort, why 
not make 2015 your first year as a nest re¬ 
corder? It might not make you feel so guilty 
about sitting and watching in the comfort 
of your home!

County to get 
share of funds 
to ease flooding 

SHROPSHIRE will get a share of £6 million in funding 
over the next six years to contribute towards flood defence 
schemes. 

The money pledged by the Environment Agency’s Eng¬ 
lish Severn and Wye Regional Flood and Coastal Commit¬ 
tee (RFCC) will go towards projects such as the £1.2 million 
flood alleviation scheme in Much Wenlock and individual 
property level protection work at 55 homes across the 
county. Cash will also be spent on finding ways to slow the 
flow of debris into rivers such as planting woodlands. 

It comes after the Government allocated Shropshire just 
£2.5 million of a £2 billion Grant in Aid pot to tackle fund¬ 
ing in December. The Local Levy funds announced by the 
Environment Agency will support the Government fund¬ 
ing. 

Those behind the scheme claimed the funds provided 
by the RFCC in recent years had helped provisionally se¬ 
cure up to £15 million of national funding over the next six 
years. In each of the past two years, about £110,000 has 
been contributed by Shropshire as a county, with a similar 
amount of Local Levy funding being contributed in previ¬ 
ous years. 

The ongoing investment has helped deliver £7.1 million 
of flood defence schemes, including Frankwell and Coleham 
in Shrewsbury - which benefit properties and protect key 
roads at the Welsh and English bridges - and around the 
Shropshire and Wales border along the River Severn. 

Shropshire Council has used £300,000 of this investment 
to deliver flood defence schemes which protect 77 proper¬ 
ties. 

Councillor Malcolm Price, RFCC member for Shropshire 
Council, said: “The schemes included on the indicative pro¬ 
gramme will bring real benefit to a large number of homes 
at risk of flooding across Shropshire. 

“This is great news. We must now continue to work hard 
to deliver these schemes and identify new ones that may be 
able to attract further Local Levy and Government funding 
in the future.” 

Anthony Perry, area flood risk manager, said: “We are 
really pleased that this funding has been made available 
for capital projects and to assist communities with property 
protection schemes. 

“This money will go a long way in making communities 
more resilient, and protecting them from the effects of 
flooding which we know can be devastating.”

The National Trust at Chirk Castle is invit¬ 
ing visitors to chase away the winter blues with 
a walk around the castle’s award-winning gar¬ 
dens, and see a carpet of delicate snowdrops in 
the Pleasure Ground Wood.

Visitors to the castle can take a break in the 
Woodsman’s Hut at the property and enjoy the 
fire. 

A spokesman for the National Trust said: “At 
weekends we are also serving hot chocolate from 
the hut, so people can get out of the cold and 
treat themselves to a warming drink. 

“We hope people will wrap up warm and enjoy 
a bracing walk. 

“At the moment there are thousands of del¬ 
icate little snowdrops carpeting the Pleasure 
Ground Wood. 

“Visitors can also explore the Medieval Tower 
and dungeon or warm themselves with home¬ 
made soup or a delicious slice of handbaked cake 
in the tearoom.” 


“Our gift and farm shops will also be open,” 
the spokesman added. 

The gardens cover 5.5 acres of manicured 
lawns, clipped yews, herbaceous borders, beauti¬ 
ful rose, shrub and rock gardens, and the wooded 
pleasure ground. 

There is also the terrace overlooking the 18th 
century ‘ha-ha’ at the bottom of the garden. 

The terrace offers some stunning views over 
the Cheshire and Shropshire plains. Chirk Castle 
has over 480 acres of estate parkland. 

The parkland has wild ponies, sheep, veteran 
trees, and a beautifully preserved section of Of- 
fa’s Dyke. 

The estate is located within an Area of Out¬ 
standing Natural Beauty and has also been des¬ 
ignated a Site of Special Scientific Interest as an 
important habitat for rare invertebrates, bats, 
fungi, and wild flowers.

Man carried 
out assaults 
after drinking 

A MAN who described himself as an aggressive drunk 
attended a funeral wake and ended up punching another 
man three times. 

Lee Thornton later went to the home of the bereaved to 
post a letter of apology. But when he was accused of steal¬ 
ing cash from the house, he returned with a gym dumbbell 
and assaulted another man, Mold Crown Court heard. 

Thornton, 24, of Berwyn Mill Cottages, Llangollen, ad¬ 
mitted two charges of common assault and possessing the 
dumbbell as an offensive weapon. He received a six-month 
prison sentence, suspended for 18 months, and was ordered 
to carry out 150 hours unpaid work. 

The court heard the wake had been at The Aussie 
Rooster public house at Trevor in September. Thornton 
punched victim John Mathews three times, said prosecutor 
Emmalyne Downing. Thornton went home, wrote a letter 
of apology to Robert Edwards and his wife Hayley, whose 
father had died, and took it to their home in Glyn Ceiriog. 

Mr Edwards later returned home, found the letter and 
discovered money had been taken. He thought the defend¬ 
ant had taken it and sent him a text. Thornton returned 
to Mr Edwards’ home with the dumbbell. He pushed Mr 
Edwards back against a wall. 

Henry Hills, defending, said that his client admitted 
being involved in the assault at the wake. 

He was still drunk when he foolishly took the dumbbell 
with him to the house later after being wrongly accused of 
taking cash.

Is it time to make the switch? 


Millions of drivers could be 
missing out on savings of 
around £860 per year in fuel 
and tax because myths still 
exist about running electric 
and plug-in hybrid cars. 

The findings are the result of 
new research released today by 
Go Ultra Low, a joint initiative by 
the Government and the UK auto¬ 
motive industry. 

According to the research, around 
11.5 million motorists could benefit 
from the lowest cost, tax-free motoring 
by switching to pure electric vehicles, 
because in a typical year they don’t 
drive further than 80 miles in a single 
trip. 

Millions more could benefit from 
other ULEVs, which can travel be¬ 
tween 150 and 700 miles between 


charges thanks to range-boosting pet¬ 
rol and diesel assistance. 

The Go Ultra Low research shows 
that 70 percent of car owners are plan¬ 
ning to change their car within the next 
four years, while three in ten say they 
have considered purchasing a ULEV. 
Two thirds of motorists under the age 
of 24 have considered a ULEV com¬ 
pared to just a quarter of drivers over 
55. 

The survey also reveals that the ma¬ 
jority of motorists still don’t fully under¬ 
stand how electrically-powered vehi¬ 
cles work and believe outdated myths 
across a number of topics, from range 
and charging to cost and practicality. 

The survey discovered that a quar¬ 
ter of motorists misunderstand the 
range capabilities of ULEVs, with 16 
percent believing electric vehicles are 
unable to travel 50 miles without re¬ 
charging. 


Yet the research also shows that 
more than a third of drivers said the 
furthest they drove in a single journey 
during 2014 was 80 miles or less. 

With pure-electric vehicles able 
to travel up to 100 miles on a sin¬ 
gle charge and other plug-in ULEVs 
boasting up to 700 miles’ range, the 
survey’s authors claim electrical¬ 
ly-powered cars are a viable, low-cost 
option for millions of motorists. 

Go Ultra Low is a campaign to help 
motorists understand the benefits, 
cost savings and capabilities of the raft 
of new ultra-low emission vehicles on 
the market. 

The collaborative campaign is the 
first of its kind, bringing together the 
Department for Transport, the Office 
for Low Emission Vehicles, SMMT and 
a consortium of leading car manufac¬ 
turers: Audi, BMW, Mitsubishi, Nissan, 
Renault, Toyota, and Volkswagen.

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High performance continues 


This year Vauxhall is cele¬ 
brating the 25th anniversary 
of one of its most famous and 
dramatic models, the Lotus 
Carlton, which started a long 
tradition of Griffin-badged 
performance saloons that 
still survives today. 

The Lotus Carlton was the fast¬ 
est four-door saloon in the world 
when it was launched in 1989, 
65 years after Vauxhall produced 
Britain’s first 10Omph road car. 

With 377bhp from its twin-turbo¬ 
charged engine, the Carlton (pictured 
above) could achieve the 0-62 sprint in 
4.9 seconds and would go on to a top 
speed of 176mph. 

Its chassis was developed by Lotus, 
resulting in a car with the handling ca¬ 


pabilities and top speed to keep up 
with the finest supercars of the day. 

A total of 440 Lotus Carltons were 
produced from 1989 to 1994 as a joint 
project between Vauxhall and Lotus, 
with each car costing £48,000. 

Commenting on the iconic car, 
Stuart Harris, current head of carline 
brand at Vauxhall, said: “Everyone at 
the time said it was completely inap¬ 
propriate for a manufacturer like Vaux¬ 
hall to launch a 176mph car. 

“It was better than the competition 
in every conceivable way and will go 
down as one of the most iconic Vaux- 
halls of all time. It was landmark prod¬ 
uct for Vauxhall, which to this day is 
still much loved. 

“It introduced the brand to people 
who would not have considered driv¬ 
ing a Vauxhall before. The car put a 
question mark in people’s heads and 


got them talking - just like the cars in 
today’s VXR range do.” 

After the Lotus Carlton there were 
talks of a successor, but the project 
did not go ahead, meaning the 3.0-litre 
quad-cam engined Omega produced 
from 1993 to 1997 became the final 
large performance saloon for Vauxhall 
through the rest of the 1990s. 

By the early 2000s, though, large 
performance cars were firmly back on 
Vauxhall’s agenda thanks to the all- 
new VXR range. 

In 2007, it spawned the 420PS VXR8 
saloon, based on sister-company 
Holden’s Clubsport R8. 

Vauxhall’s latest incarnation, the 
VXR8 GTS, produces 576bhp in its 
current form - more power than its 
main rivals the BMW M5 and Mercedes 
E63 AMG, yet costing a substantial 
£20,000 less.
